AlJi<!d Observers Hint New, 
Vast Development in War 

LONDON. Nov. 37 tlUJ— Iltsponiible observers tonluht. expected the 
dliclo-^ure al any time — possibly wltliln a mailer of days — ot develop- 
men^'* amonR the most momentous ol the entire war. 

The predicted developments j.e re lald to be of such 
affect every theater of tho irarld sar and lo have a powerful Impact 
on l>oth Qermany nnd Japan. 

Events were eipecled by the observers to strike at the civilian popu- 
lations and military forces ot bolh axis powera with results possibly 
• fnr-renclilng than any previous develfyimenl with tho possible 
ption of the united Slates entry Into the war. 
The developments, commentators said, were expected lo have the 
effect of a grent rallying call from the allies to tho axls-domiiuited 
peoples ot Europe and the far east. 

But Willi any such call the allies presumably would warn the m'cr- 
run peoples that Uiey musl not Icl premature action wreck tlic 
potential power ot the role they can play in helping the allies when 
they otrlkc at western Europe or the Balkana, or launch the final 
offensive against Japan.

Soft Coal Prices
